A PRENCH GENERAL ON .THE 
ALLIES IN CHINA.

Yo the firat, Jaly number of the Revue des 
Duex Mondes General Frey ‘contributes an 
interesting article, which is to form part of 
forthcoming book, on the co-operation of the 
forces of the Allied Powers in Chili in 1900 
and 1901. Tho Genoral evidently.thinks that 
such etriking co-operation between forces widely 
differing in language, trailitions, ond efficiency 
will becomo. more frequent in tho future now 
that the Great Powers have each: of thent'a 
world policy. Naturally, he begins »by desorib- 
jor the terms of affectionate comradeship which 
subsisted between the French sad the Russian 
‘forces. Ha formed a high opinion of the 
eficionoy of the Russian troops, their powors of 
endnrance, their bravery, and their perfect 
discipline. Spe 

With regard to the English and Indian 
forces, he evidently does not consider that the 
Marinos, who formed sv large a portion of 
Admiral Seymour's colama, wore very well 
fitted for marches aud othor land oporations. 
Nevertheless, he pays a warm tribute to their 


bravory,_As_for_tho_officars .and_tho_non- | 


commissioned officers, he was much atrack by 
the truly British phlegm which characterisod 
them even in hd most critical moments, ond 
he declarer that they always comducted them- 
selveslikegallantgontloman.. In thisconnection 
Gonora) Frey notes that the lessons in military 
training and tactics learat in South Africa will 
be some compensation for the considerable 
sacrifices is men and. money which the English 
nation made, “with an .overgy and ‘with. that 
indomitable tenacity which aroused the odmira- 
tion even of its bitterest enomies.” In a 
foot-note General Frey remarks that he wrote 
those words in Novembor, 101, but that in 
consequence of particular circumstances they 
could not be published before. 

Abont the bative Endian ‘troops General 
Frey is very fraak. Somo of tho Europoaa 
contingents, who hod only heard {ravellors’ 
tales about the Sikhs, Gurkhas, Panjabis and 
other Indian races, wore: very angry at being 
asked to receive them as brothren in arms. 
This projadice remained even to the end of 
the campaign, tut not at all, says Goueral Frey, 
among these of the allies who saw thése troops at 
work. ‘The coolie camp-followers who attended 
the contingent did not bcohave well, and their 
misdeeds wore commonly, butnajuatly, attributed 
to the Sikhs. Ho considers that the ‘native 
Inilinn troops need not fear comparison with 
the native ‘troops of any other Power, Ho 
particularly admires the Bongal Lancers, whom 
ho calls magnifloont troops. Tho particular 
defect of the Indian forces, he notes, was that 
thoy wera insafliciently strongthened by white 
efficers, 

On the general question of the relations 
between the British forces and the other 
contiogénts, Goncral Froy gives’ an amusing 
description of the Bri ish reserve which 
characterised the officers. which was, of course, 
imitated by the rank ond ‘file. He thinks 
that this was due t> some extent to the 
subordinate réle played by the British forco in 
the operations, ond also to the deprossing effoot 


of the news from South Africa—tho affair of 


Fashoda also was too recont not to find a certain 

refloction in the relations between the .French 

and English. , : tid : 
Genoral Frey has iothing bat praise 


'for the Japanese troops, whose training, 


discipline, and efficiency wore remarkable.

iorlyra, : For’the Amasrican coatingent, too, 
sinall as it was, he has a great: admiration, and 
ha declares that they showed military qualities, 
doth individually and in the mass, of the very 
first order.

“TOBACCO EXPERIMENTS. 


. My. Consnl. Cocoto bas supplied to ‘tha 
Foreign -Offige an ‘account of experiments ia 
th growing of cigttette tobaoco in Lecce, Italy.: 
Wo ‘tates that’ about’ ten ‘years ago, on the 
public ‘taste requiring large quantities of. 
Oriental tobacco cigarettes, the department 
ecided to ‘institute o sorie: of experiments in 
this province, ia order to ascertain whether it 
wan possible to produce auch tobacoos in the 
conutry, instead of importing them. It .eas 
reflected that the province of ‘ Lecce lay in 
approrimntely tho samo Intitude as Greeca 
and Turkey, from which countries supplies 
were drawa for the requirements of the 
department as to cigarette making. By ob- 
sorvation it was fonnd that the olemonts 
wera euilirely favonrable as to climate, 
dominating winds and rainfall, and that: the 
chomical composition of the soil was all that 
could be desired for the culture in view. - Bat 
tho difficulty was to persuade the busbaodman 
to effect such radical changes in his system of 
treating the new plant .as were sbsolutely 
necessary to obiain § snecess. With the 
ordinary Amorican plant tho farmor had bean 
accustomod-to-trest ‘growiug tobacco-mach as 
he wonkl have done any other. crop. Ou 
the first introduction of the Oriental 
quality, farmers accustomed from generation to 
generation, since the first introduction of the 
of.the cultivation of the plant in 1745 (about), 
to a cort in stylo of cultivation, rebelled against 
what they termed the “severity "of the condi- 
tions imposed rogarding tho cultivation of the: 
new quality; one polat of which they complain- 
ed bitterly as a great hardship was the 
reqnirement size gua non that only ovine 
mannre should be used, It was demonstrated 
to them that the bovine manuro they had‘ bee” 
aconslomed to could not be tolerated in con. | 
sequence of the strong rank flavour and tasto, 

As the resalt of continuous experiment, a code 
of regulations was draw up by tho department, 
in which waa given ovury possible information 
es to how the Orivntisl plants wero to 
be rosred, and, the landownera were invited 
to take noe of. the conditions the Govern. 
mont offored, fhe cultivation of the American 
leaf boing restricted, so the farmer had 
no longer the option of continuing cultivating 
the qualities ho hod raised in former years. 
The offers wore that tho Dapartment would: 
enpply all seeds; which were to be sown in 
specially prepared and ovine-manured beds io 
Ootober. During the iofaucy of the seedling 
plonts, 5 most careful treatmon’ was required, 
such 3 covering with matting ot certain 
hours of the day and night, pracantionary 
measures agaiast noxious insects, and cou- 
stant weeding ont of parasite ond other 
growths; in May, tho young plants wore to he 
transplanted with all due osre to open fields, 
which had been’ ploughed to the depth of 85 
contimes, ond carefully manured with ovine 
matter; the young plants were to be sot in rows 
not less than two feet spart, the plants being 
eight or nine inches one from the other, aud 
due attention paid to irrigation when water was 
obtainable, the dopartmont paying ao higher 
prico for irrigated than for plants which bad 
grown without any bat natural irrigation. 
During ' the whole time of ‘the rearing 
of the plant, from the sowing antil the 
leaves were finally delivered at the Government 
estublishmonts, the producer was exposed to 
surprise visits at all times; the inspectors 
removed any dofective or worthless leaves, 
buening them immediately. Tho farmer was’ 
probibited from romoving o leaf from a plant 


for any reason whatever. ~ . ‘ 
Botween September 15 and 20, tho whole 
crop was to be carried and the leaves collected 
ja bundles of 200 mand dried in sheds on the 
property and then conveyed to Levop for delivory - 
at the Government classifying floors, when the 
producer was paid the price of the leaves; and 
later, when thege had been thoroughly ox- 
amined, classified aud rebundied, he was paid 
® forther promium on tho resnits. A plant 
properly cultivated should give as many aa 
14 leaves, but of these, approximately, one balf 
would be of second quality and the remainder 
would be classified in at least two or three 
grades of finenoss, only, possibly, two or three 
leaves off ‘a plant. giving the whole of the 
characteristics required to be olassified as 
“super exoollent,” one of the conditions being 
s perfect uniform lemon gold colour. The 
necessity for this discrimination in the olasaifica- 
tion of the leaves. arises from the fact. that 
Isayes which have grown near the ground 
level are far more rank and do not. possess 
the pure aroms required for first-class tobaccos 
while thosa closest to the flower are found to be 
ba} rich in ‘nicotine, the best estesmed 
ip 


leaves 
congequantly some of those from the 
middle growth vf, the plant. For the 1903 
crop, now under caltivation, the total requests 
to rinitted to cultivate amounted in all to 
40,000,090 ‘of pisats of the Oriental qualities 
afone; while the administration was unable to 
entertain proposals for more than 16 500,000,

_ A MAHARAJ&A’S FURNITURE. 
A. onrious affair is reported from India, 
vising ont of some. furniture belonging. to 
the Mabaraja of Boenares. 
himself makes the following «xplanation. in a 
latter to the Times of India and ollier papers;— 
About 20th December, 189?, some three days 
after the departure of H. E. Lord Curzon fro 
Bonares, I received o letter from Mr. Porter, 
then Agent ‘to the Governor-Genoral and 
Commissioner, to the effect that a few ivory 
chairs of particular workmanship kopt in the 
side rooms of my jnest-house had attracted 
the attention of the Vicarny os their carving 
corresponded with those alreaily in his possession 
at his Kedlesten house in England. Tho 
Viceroy, therefore, desired to know if I had 
any objection to part with them for a reaHon- 
able price, provided I had no_ sontimental 
nssiciations attached.to them. ‘Till the receipt 
of” thix letter the chairs were lying in com. 
parative oblivion. Although they) must have 
been seen by hundreds af my distinguished 
guests, nobody ever svomed to take cure of 
then: with auy specislinterest. I bad therefore 
pot the leost hesitation in expressing my 
~willingyessto part with them if His Excellency 
would condescend to accept them as u present, 
as the idea of “selling such things was ro- 
pugnant to our notions, Tho Agent to the 
Governor-General therenpon informed me that 
the Viceroy would bave been glad to accede to 
my wishes, but he was unable to de so in the 
face of the explicit rules and regulations on the 
subject. I thereupon’ suggested a compromise, 
I agreed to accept o counter present of a corres. 
ponding value in the shape of a double-barralled 
‘308 rifle with hammers which I was on the 
point of ordering from home. ‘I'he Vicerey 
thereupon intimated that he had already got 
w brand now rifle in his posacgsion iu evory 
way corresponding to th- description given 
by me, excopt so far as regards hommore, 
which he was quite willing to present to me if 
I preferred it, but in case E still liked to his» 
a rifle with hammers it would take a little. tios 
‘te have one especiaily made in Englaod, I 
having consented to the latter alternative the 
bargain was strack ond tho éhairs w.ro 
derputched to Calcutta. Boforo despatch ng 
them Lorprosgod'a desire to havo the chairs 
‘fully repaired a3 they’ were really io 
djlapidated condition, buat was asked vo send 
them as they were without being repnired. As 
regards their being . sent to Culcatta at 
my expense, I am really horrified to 
think how a gentleman could ovce onter- 
toin'the iden of sending a present to a 
friend Joaving the freight to ba psid by the 
latter. It may be tho latest etiquatts but I was 
jfnorant of it and so was.the Viceroy when he 
sent his counter present to me, fully prepaid. 
I also think. that the Hon, Me.nbor (ofr, 
MacNeill) is quite: ignorant of the cheap tate 
at which chairs aud camp equipages ara charged 
for on ont Indian railways, which ia the cave of 
these chairs was so small that nearly half: of it 
waste: urnod to me by the Viceroy inthe shapo of 
a largesse to my servant who accompanied 
them, Now, as for the lettor of Mrs. Smea- 
ton, the lady camo to Benares on the -2nd of 
Mareb, 19:3, just two years and odd months 
after the cbuizs were sent to Calcutts. I can- 
not secount for her statement that she visited 
beuares immediately after their despatch. As 
arnle I never send my Dewan teattend to my 
gueste on ty bobalf as he is su administrative 
officiul and has very little time to attend to 
ceremonial, and I do not kuow who was the 
gentleman why £0 very officiously posed os 
my Dewan and relntod these fairy tales to 
amuse Mrs. Smeaton. My Private Secre- 
tary seems to havo received this lady and shown 
her over the city and seen her off at the station, 
sho having had no time to call on me, Mra, 
Smeaton’s rtatement that the story of the 
furniture was pleaded as nn apology for the 
barenees of the room altogethur passes my com- 
prohonsion, for to me ag wi ll as to the mass of 
my friends it appears that my rooms are rather 
ovor-furvished.

CHINESE COTTON GOODS. 


Unfortunately for Lancashire, there ia a 
growing: disposition among the Chinese to 
manufacture cotton goods for themselves, with 
@ view to annexing the profits now eccruing 
to foreigners: “There are many parts of the 
Eopire suitable for the cultivatiovn of the 
plant, while very cheap Inbour and fuel give 
the indigenous industry grest advantages. ‘The 
American Consal at Newchwang, after in- 
specting some samples sent to him from 
Ningpo, bears witness. to their “ splendid 
quality,” and it is also in evidence that some 
Manchorian merchants who lately went to 
Mosvow, on invitation, to form their own judg- 
ment on Russian cottons, declined to deal, 
being satisfied that they could. buy butter 
sorts in China at considerably lower prices, 
The mozt snecessful of the Chinese companies 
—it was only started the year before last, and 
is already highly prosperous—operates in an. 
unusual way, by supplying yarn to villagers 
to be woven inte stout cloths, and buying the 
proceeds of thoir toil st low rates.-As the 
wearing is exclusively performed by the women 
‘and children on baxd-looma, the hosbands and 
fathers can-continus their usual work, while the 
few additional pence per dey earned at home 
help to keep tho wolf from the door.’ ‘This is, 
of cunrse, o very La mag og iy arma - stor 
sloths produced 9} in aque:

One has only to 
watsh the course of an smateur golf champlon- 
ship contest being played on .one.of tho. first. 
class golf Hinks of Englend or Beotland, and 
follow the winnor through: the three or four 
days of keen atenggle with the serious competi- 
tora he must meat and overcome, at the rate of 
two 18-hole rounds per day, in order to realise 
that, in the meio, all the physical qualities of 
manhood, 28. wéll’as some of its moral and 
mental attributes, ‘aro’ fally required and 
dispisyod. Tho winnor must be sound ia wind 
and limb; he. must possess, to « lurge extant at 
all ovents, that all-round muscular development 
which enables hand and back and leg and eye to 
actin rapid ond harmonious auison; his strongth 
must bo controlled oud act only st the propor 
instant; and aboroall ho most possess that nerve 
and doterrinotion and good temper whicd will 
enable him to'do his best before a gallery of 
gpoctators; (o win through a losing game; avd 
to triumph over those occasional misfortunes 
and ‘rnbs of the green” which boppen at dimes 
to the beat of players at tho most critical and 
inconvenient momonts,”. All those qualities 
require that mene sana in corpore sano which it 
is no doubt the ambition of all healthy manhood 
to possess, and which demands for.its attaiament 
a certain amount of necessary discipline both of 
mind and baty. e :

Golf is thprefore a man’s game. It is also o 
game, not of brate férco, but of skill, Strongth 
no doubt is necessary for o firat-clars player

Verbal descriptions aro notoriously decep- 
tive, “A well-kadwa untional pastime may 
equally well bo} described as the throwiag, 
striking with a woodou implement, and pursuit 
of a emall brown leather ball over a smooth 
grassy award by 9 nuber of able-bodiel men 
who might conceivably be more wisoly em- 
ployai. Tho sume able-bodied men do thers 
things conatantly nevertheless, and are watched 
by thousands of Englishmen in the process, and 
‘a few of them even devote the best year of 
their. manhood to this very avcapation—for 
many montha in each yoar.— Golf is not a spec- 
tacular pastime, a game to sit and wa ch, dike 
oricket. It dove not, ordizarily, leod itsdlf toa 
gallery, ‘The uverage performor who frequently 
foozles, whe very seldom _actémplishe’ a four 
de farce or gallery shot, at all events exactly 
when it is roquired, and who often feels, aud 
occasionally displays, signa of irritation and 
loss of tempor, ix not au attractive spzctecle. 
Goll is a first-class game for anyone, be it 
noted, to play; it is mdst distinctly not: the 
beat gamo to watch, and may froguontly bore 
the spectator ualess he bas “ money” on the 
match, Its attraction is « sabtto quality which 
is only gradually recognised and felt; but when 
it is once fairly aroused in avy individual, it 
usually comes to stay, and: may even develop 


intoa veritable mania, Ibis aman’s game, most | 


cortainly, but so also it iss schoolboy’s holiduy 

gam», an old man’s game, snd a dulfer's game, 

and thus can be pliyed, so to sposk, from the 

cradle to the grave. Ltis, alk», of course, withia 

limits, a woman's gawe. | But space will not 

permit its feminine agpact to be dealt with here. 
THE WORLD'S GOLF, 

_ Tho reasons for this universality are not for 
tosesk. ‘T'wo men—or boys—oa1 play it, Each 
plays his own ball, and has aot to take the doli- 
very or service of another us in cricket, tennis 
and the like. ‘I'he science of handicap ‘can 
bring any two players of the widest divergence 
of skill—within rensoa—together; and while 
tho game is in progress oach has his full share 
of the game, a3 iy not the case in football, 
cricket, or even in four-handed . rackets and 
fonnis. It thus londs itself toall sorts and con- 
ditions of men, idle or busy, old or young, aud 
supplies all the rivalry of 5 gamo of skill in the 
open air, with healthful exercise, in a manner 
and with an even-handed impartiality uarivalied 
by any other pastime ‘or form of friondly con- 
test. . Finally it nocsssitates the oxistenca of n 
sociul club, in whose buildiug and céurse ‘its 
membora possess a community of interest’ and 
bond of gead fellowship. : 

Tho growth of golf in Eogland aud America” 
during the past “ocade or more is a matter of 
common knowjedge, and need not be enlarged on 
here. There are now golf courses in tho Rocky 

Mountains, whore tho rarified mountain sir—I 
have porsona:ly verified thia statement—enables 
a-golf ball to ba driven at least twenty. yards 
further with the same exertion, than in lowar 
altitudes.

King Jamos of Scotland, 
wo are told, triet to introduce golf into Englard 


witnens the victory glisbmian, over fity 
middle-aged mon), in the amateur championsbip 
st Hoylake in the yenr 1902. _ L may, in passing, 
also note, without dilating on the fact, that the 
Ladies of England very conolusively beat the 
fair-haired Inssies of the North in the Ladies 
International Gol?

MP.'B AT GOLF. 

‘Nothing is perhaps more remarkable in this 
connection than the growth of the entry for the 
yearly Parliamentary. Golf Handicap. This 
year the numbor of pesra, pressmen, and pariis- | 


mont ‘men who entered for it exceeded one hun. | 


dred, iaost of whom started, and the date of tho 
initint stago of the handicap is suppoead to have 
hastened the passing of tha Procedure Rutos, 
Some dozen yoara ago, when this handicap waa 
originated inn casual way, by the writer ond Sir 
Herbert Maxwell, the number of legislators who 
entored could nearly bo counted on the fingors 
of two hands, and withont pressmen and parlin- 
ment clarks would hardly hare made a respec- 
table competition. Twenty years ago Wimble- 
don Common and Blackheath were the only 
avallable golf-courses near London, and member- 
ship could be acquired in tho golf clubs of cither 
place in a fow days, Now the numbor of golf- 
links within immediate roach of the metropolis 
is legion, with, long waiting lists of would-be 
members ou the books of all theie respective 
clubs. ' 

To the busy London man, who has no time for 
hunting through tho witter, aud who dovs uot 
care for, tho. micnotony of a morning rido with 
the gallant “liver-brigodo” in the Park, 4 day's 
golf in tho wook is a priceless boon. Lt takes 
his mind away from legislative worries or busi- 
noss onres, and snppliss a montal aud physical 
tonic of tha utmost value in this strenuous age 
in which we live: For two hours before and 
again after lunch, his whole onorgies are bent on 


ariving small gutta-percha ball over somo |, 


three miles or so of grass, whin, and bunker into 
eightoon successive little holes in tho ground in 
a fowor number. of strokes than his opponent. 
While he is at it, strangs t> say, his mind can 
think of nothing else, and tho starn realities of 
his daily lifo aes absolutely forgotten, ‘The 
stakes he strives for amount, perliups, to half-a- 
crown, Buthe rofreshos brain and nerve, renews
